The Condemned Men Whose Sentences have been 
Commuted. 


London, February 9. 
The condemned in Derry jail whose executian, fixed for to-day, 
precipitated, according to Mr. Collins, the Sinn Fein raids on Uls:ar 
are three men, including a warder concerned in the attempted 
escape of Sinn Fein prisoners from that jail early in December when 
a watder was murdered and police were beaten, bound, and chloro- 
formed. . : 
A reprieve was officially announced in Ireland on Tuesday 
. evening, one man’s sentence being commuted to penal servitude for 
life and the other sentenced to fifteen years’ penal servitude, but the 
news of the reprieve was apparently unknown when the raids were 
carried out. .

The day passed without news of further happenings in Ulster, 
either in the way of raids or reprisals. 

The Northern Government has taken most active measures of 
self-defence. Five thousand armed special coustables are holding 
the frontier, while repair gaogs are busy restoring the telegraph at 
Bolfast and Ecniskillen, which the raiders cut las: night. 

This may explain the dearth of news.. That the trouble is not 
finished appears from a message received during the evening that five 
special constables and four British soldiers were kidnapped in 
Monaghan to-day by the Irish Republican Army.

“1 shall be glad to hear that you are 
taking immediate steps to ensure the release of the prisoners and 
provide against repetition of these grave outrages.” Mr. Chamber- 
lzin sald the telegram from the Secretary of the Northern Cabinet 
stated that large bands bad t ° 

and Fermanagh and attacked and occupied the houses of leading 
citizens on the Ulster side. The leading eltizens were either 
wounded or kidnapped and taken southwards. Bridges were blown 
ap and twenty Ulster specials were kidnapped and taken across 
the border. Whe Northern police captured eleven men belinging 
‘o the Republican army, who were armed with bombs and revolvers. 

In the House of Commons Mr. Churchill stated a reply ha 
been recelved frem Mr. Collins, who stated that the ontbreak was 
due to apprehension regarding the fate of Sinn Fein prisczers 
who had been sentenced to death at Derry.

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‘A TUCHUN'S POWER - 
OF VETO. 


Shantuag Assembly's Pro- 
ceedings Nullified. 


_ Members of the Shantung Pro- 
vinoial Assembly to tha number 
of 46 have issued an account of a 
highly ig minating episode whioh 
ocourred in Tsinanfu a faw days 
ago.: They dosired to elect as 
Speaker the’ géntleman of their 
choice: the Tuohun though! 
otherwise, and the methods he 
took to enforce his views, al- 
though not original in China, are 
none theless instructive in these 
damocratic days. 

The situation seem to centre 
largely round one Hsien -Yib-tsun, 
a politician of the Anfu persua- 
sion. Hahad held office during 
the Aufu regime, but when that 
came to an end, found himsalf 
withont & position. His desire 
once more to secure official posi- 
tion led him to become a candi- 
datefor the Speakership.of the 
Shantoog. Assembly, and it is 
interesting to see the. influence 
he bronght to bear on the 
matter. In some manner or 
other he was 4 prodege of Pan Fu, 
a former Minister of Finance who 
used to be regarded as “pro. 
ftector ™ ofthe Shantung Tuchun, 
Tien Chung-yu. Either at the 
instigation of Pan Fo or on his 
own account Tuchon Tien decid- 
ed that Hsieb should “obtain the 
vacant post, and steps were taken 
accordingly. 

SOLDIERS TO THE FORE. 

The Provincial Assembly had 
other ideas on the subject, and 
there was atleast a strong major- 
ity againstthe Tuchun’s nominee. 
The election, the representatives 
decided, was to be above suspi- 
cion in every respect, and ss an 
incentive to square dealing invit- 
ations were isaued to foreigners 
to, witness the proceedings. As 
a matter of fact we believe that 
oaly one foreigner was abla to 
attend, for the measures taken by 
the Tuchun upset the whole of 
the plans. “At the hour of tha 
meeting, {our informants state) 
more than 4,000 soldiers were sur- 
rounding the assembly hal), and 
already secret police were inside. 

Mr. Wang Cheng-bsun was 
elected chairman of the meeting, 
and the trouble at once began. 
It was seen that the Tuchun’s 
party was ia ® minority of about 
36 to 81, and the-representative-of 
the Tuchun, Mr. Suen Hung-bin, 
started the proceedings by declar- 
ing the meetiog illegal. A heated 
debate of brief duration followed, 
settled only ‘when the secret 
police of the Tuchun taok effec- 
tive steps to end the situation by 
upsetting the tables and breaking 
up the.furniture, There was no 
election, and te make matters 
worse, when the members of the 
Assembly left the hall, they wera 
blamed by the Tachun’s soldiers 
for having created the distur- 
bance, and are row being 
proceeded against in court. ‘ 

The members of the Provincial’ 
Assembly.are wrath over the 
episode and bave issued a state- 
ment of the facts in a leaflet 
which concludes with the follow- 
ing paragraph :—Robbers, who 
acknowledge what they have 
dong, are at least brave, but these 
men are worse than robbers. We 
aro heartily ashamed that there 
ero such creatures in the one 
otgen representing the. public 
opinion ;of the province. This 
affair is 3 dangerots: precedent 
for the Provincial Assembly es 
well as for Shantang province,

What to do with the Savings, . 
Mr. Muto 


t ment 
Soverning the restricti of 
armaments being now completed, 
it has become possible to. leaten 
the financial obligations of all 
countries and so contribute 
towards the msintenancé of the 
world’s pesce. In oartountry,as 
in others, national expenses will 
be economised in many ways 
through this, agreenteni We 
consider that the beneSt ta be 
derived from the limitation of. 
armaments consists jn thettgnne 
in which the resalting Feeriatin 
surplus is appropriated—a serious 
question, which heeds the calm 
study of tha nation. Woe take 
this | occasion to express our 
opinion ‘for your Excellaney's 
judgment. In the firgt place, it 
is aduty of the Stiste properly to 
succour the workers whom the 
restriction of armaments may” 
throw out of employment, but 
outside this question the financial 
surplus obtainable through tho 
scrapping of armaments ought to 
be usad, we believe, in directions 
whore special need is experienced 
to cultivate a healthy develop- 
ment of the State. That ix, inthe 
reform of education, improved 
treatment of soldiers, especially 
of prisoners, and the reacjust- 
ment of the taxation system. 
We feel keenly how great a factor 
is the diffusion and replenishment 
of education in tha healtby devel- 
opment of a State, seeing that, 
notwithstanding that the outbreak 
of Bolshevik thought has de-- 
molished Russis, the spreading af 
similar thoughts cannot destroy 


Germany, who is steadily restor- 


ing order and showing industrial 
progress, while suffering from too 
heavy obligations asa resultofber 
surrender. Novel and outrageous 
thoughts are now vigorously im- 
ported, and will be importad, to 
Japan, and if’ nation without 
proper judgment” were infechd 
bys0 avas, tisy would destroy 

social orderand check the develop: 
ment ofthe national career. This 
is why we consider education of 
soch supreme importance to-day. 
Japsn’s education, howsver, is 
given over wholly to mental in- 
struction, [ignoring moral and 
‘physical education, and the burn- 
ing need to-day is, we believe, 
that more stress be laid upon the 
cultivation of character snd con- 
stitutional training. 

“ With respect to educational 
institutions, various higher grade 
schools, middle schools, and sup- 
plementary schools ought to be 
increased, and there is special. 
need for commercial supplemen- 
tary schools and the increase of 
compulsory education expenses to 
be. furnished by the National 
Treasury.”

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FIGHTING THE “ WETS.” 


~ Despite the Prohibition laws in the United States, it 
is still possible, for these who know how, to get intoxicat- 
ing liquor.as a beverage in considerable quantities. People 
“who have visited America since the. operation of the 
Probibition Act are unanimous on that point, and recent 
reports from the States show that violation of the law is not 
individual but organised. Indeed, according to 4 leading 
New York paper, itis nothing short of a vast business. 
‘The Gowernment is engaged not in apprehending a person 
or a group of persons here and there but in suppressing. a 
profitable industry, so profitable that officials themselves 
occasionally take advantage of their position to conspire 
with these whom they are sworn to deliver to justice. 
Those entrasted with the enforcement of the law have to 
combat both smuggling and domestic inanufacture. Huge 
quantities of liquor are intercepted. but quantites ag buge 
. admittedly escape:—The seizure of thirty complete-sets of 
forged withdrawal permits for liquor in bond, each calling 
for a minimum of 1,00 cases of whiskey, the total having 
a value of $2,000,000, is pointed to by officials themselves 
less as a triumph of law enforcement than as a sign of the 
extent of the illegal traffic. 
~_. IE this determined-opposition to the law were general, 
if it were nation-wide, it could be met by a repeal of the 
‘flouted law, but according to what we read, the tremendous 
machinery for making or smuggling and delivering liquor 
exists fora few spots on the map. New York, Chicago, 
San F -ancisco, Bost: n—placzslike these are as wet as they 
dare to be. But the great stretches of country in which 
the miss of people live know of the spectacular battle 
between officer and bootlegger only as they know of any 
other distant event. Over most of the country, we are 
told, Probibition is a commonplace fact. The spirit of 
violation which is so conspicuous in a few centres like 
New York is absent from the rest of the country. As to 
how the opposition to Probibition shall be met. there 
appears to be a growing volume ‘of opinion that 
it will best be done by opposition as determined. 
Bootleggers will have t6 be convinced that the law is as 
energetic and as persistent as they. Every fresh tighten- 
ing of the net increases the likelihood that such liquor as 
is offered for sale is deadly stuff. This incidental 


consequence of enforcement will tend to diminish the zeal 
of drinkers who do not value liquor above life. The chief 
‘reliance, however, must rest upon the discouragement of 
illegal operations which inheres in fines and jail senterices. 
It must be made more and more difficult and dangerous to 
make or smuggle liquor. To suppose that.in a fight to a 
finish the Government will be defeated and the bootleggers 
be triumphant is absurd, observes one jourpal. The only 
possibility of such a result lies in abandonment of the fight 
y the Government. .) 

Whafever we may thiok, about the wisdom or. ua- 
wisdom of the Prolribition law, it is clear that no country 
could countenance such opposition, on organised lines, as 
is being displayed in the Uuited States. It is a big fight 
that the authorities are engaged upon, for large’ and 
‘wealthy interests areno doubt at the back of the’ resistance 

tothe law. If it ig so, as appears ta bd this case, hat the 
people as a whole approve of Prohibition, then the Gorern- 
- Ment can only act along one line—to'tonduct a ‘Vigorous 
* campaign against the law-evaders. The officiala have an 
advantage in. the very fact that the illegal traffic is 
localized. It is a matter of plugging up @ few holes,’ one 
* pr two of which are inconveuiently large, -

This may simply mean 
that tha powers that be in Can- 
ton prefer to hamour the strikers 
at the costof the 'inbabitants, but 
thea sssumption is a big one. If 
the romonors should turn out to 
be well-founded, they would par- 
take of the nature of an unfriend- 
ly act; but there have been 
enough misunderstandings be- 
tween Hongkong and Cantona, and 
bo sensible man would wish to 
disturb the improved atmosphera 
of recent months by drawing 
premature inferences. Prudence 
therefore dictates 2 suspension 
of judgment until more precise 
news is available. 


The Trouble in Ulster. 


Considering how high feeling 
bas run, the Irish truce has. been 
well kept. All the more pity that a 
breach of it should have occurred. 
First impressions were that the 
question of the rectification of 
boundaries, which is sure, tobe, i 
source of heartburning, was“ tha 
cause of the outbreak. Coming 
at the present critical juncture, 
the contretemps means the 
tisk of exacerdating acimosity. 
Already Unionist ‘reprisals are 
spoken of, though it is devoutly 
to be hoped that saner counsels 
will prevail. Later cables, bow- 
ever, indicate that tha deplorable 
occurrence was not connected, at 
least not directly connected, with 
the boundary question, but was 
due tow curious misapprehension. 
The incident is altogether 
lamentabie, but it is to be hoped, 
now the pasition bas been made 
clear, that there will be no exten- 
sion of the mischief, 


Australian Cricket. 


From the purely cricketing 
atandpoint the Iredale “benefit” 
match at Sydney between the 
Australien touring teamand the 
Rest of Australia was notable as 
demonstrating that the bigColony 
bas another lot of players who 
sre eqaa! to the collection which 
was so successful against the Old 
Country—that is, according to 
the run of the game. For some 
unexplained reason, the match 
was left unfinished, contrary to 


the custom in Australia, where 
the comparatively limited pro- 
gramme allows of games being 
played withoutany time restriction. 
Irejzle reaped a handsome sum, 
but perhaps the game will revive 
the question of the atatus of 
Australia’s players, all of whom 
eppeareas amateurs. Frank Ire- 
dale waz not quite @ cricketing 
giant—he nover reached thegrade 
of Victor Trumper, for example; 
yet for some seasons he was cer- 
tainly one. of Australia’s 
batamen. It should be remember- 
ed, too, that when he waz playing 
in Test match cricket England's 
bowling was at high-water 
mark. Those were the days of 
Tom Richardson, Lockwood, and 
George Lohmann, the last-named 
of whom reappeared in inter- 
sational cricket after iljness bad 
compelled -&- sojourn ia South 
Africa. Iredale ‘acted as cor- 
respondent for the oily Telegrach 
in respect of Test. match cricket 
io Australia and foran Australian 
journal while playing‘in England.

Soames’ Forsyte, who lost his 
wife a long time ago through mis- 
‘sakenly regarding her as “prop 
erty.” and who divorced her 
when she took refuge with his 
cousin Jolyon, has had a daugh- 
terby his second wife, who was a 
Frenchwomaen. As one might 
expect of, one of Galsworthy’s 
unfortunate friends she must meet 
and fall passionately in love with 
her father’s divorced wife's son 
by her second husband. We tread 
confidently here, for-we know the 
ramifications of this family much 
better than we know--to her in- 
dignation—those of our wife's. 

The consternation this discon? 
certing love affair has caused the 
-whole clan Forsyte maxes very 
interesting reading in the able 
hands of Mr. Galsworthy.

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Meeting of Disarmament 
Association. 


The Disarmament Association 
held » general meeting at the 
Imperia! Educational ; Society's 
building at Kanda on the 20th. 
ult. among those present being 
Messrs. Ozaki Yukio and 
Shimada Saburo, Major-Genoral 
Kono and Captain (Navy) 
Midzono, whens lengthy doca- 
ment setting forth the iviews of 
the association on disarmament 
was read. Among the reforms 
which the document says itis 
necessary_to_carry_ont as! a 
prelude to the destruction of 
militarism sare mentioned. a 
revision of the present system 
which makes only Admirals and 
Génerals eligible for the portfolios 
of Navy and Way, the placing of 
the Army and the Navy General 
Staff Office’ and the Department 
for the Superintendence of mili- 
tary Education under the control 
of the Warand Nary Ministers, 
and the tris! of military and 
naval men guilty of offences of a 
non-military nature by ordinary 
law-courts. 


‘The resolutions adopted at the 
meeting were as follow :— 


1—To ask the Government in 
the present session of the Diet to 
make public the amount of the 
surplus which may be realised 
after the ratification of the naval 
agreement, together with the 
plans which it has for its disposal. 


2—To demand that no gigantic 
programme shall te. drawn op 
with regard to the constraction 
of subsidiary craft, in deference 
to the spirit of the naval agree- 
toent. 


3.—To teduce the presént 
national defence programme of 
the Army by half. . 


4—To abolish all militarist 
systems and to frame policies to 
perfect conatitutional government 
and to promote pacific under- 
takings. 


Arrangements have alto t en 
made for the holding of public 
meetings in. Tokvo and Geeks 
for the purposa of arousing public 
opinion in support of disarma- 
ment and the destruction of 
militariam. Mr. Ozaki and Major- 
General Kono were to speak at 
a public meeting at the Tokyo 
Y.M.C.A. Hall in Kanda, while 
Mr. Shimada - Saburo, Dr. 
Yoshino, professor at the Tokyo 
Imperial University, “and Mr. 
Uyehara, a member of the 
Kokuminto, are to address 
another meeting to be held at the 
same place. .
